erd sold for $44,280 to set an average of $903.67. 
This figure has not been equalled in the U. S. since 1927

animal sold and it took exactly 10 minutes from the 
first bid of $1000 until Smitty’s hammer fell at $7700, 
and this great young sire became the property of Maple 
Haven Farm, Louis I. Pokrass, owner, New Paltz, New 
York. We were not able to catch all the bidding but 
we noted Nicholas Kelley of New Jersey, in up to about 
the $5000 level; Dr. Rousche of Belle Vernon Farms, 
Ohio, kept in the running up to $6000. Hessey H. Miller, 
Chester, Pa., a newcomer and one of the largest buyers 
in the sale, was the last contender at $7600. The $7700 
price is the highest figure for a Holstein bull in the 
U. S. since Winterthur paid $10,100 for King Posch 
Ormsby of Winterthur at the 1929 Brentwood, held 
that year only a few miles distant at Philadelphia. Mont- 
vic Renown, of course, set a $14,100 mark at the Clem- 
ons Sale in Canada, last December. 

Dean of the Pearls goes now to head a herd where 
he will have an enlarged opportunity and has an ex- 
ceedingly bright future. Six of his young daughters 
were sold in this sale for a total of $6200. Also. ten 
young sons, including several but a few days old, for 
$4890.

LMOST any one with plenty of money can assemble a 
PN pote herd of individuals in any of the dairy breeds, 
orovided he secures the services of an outstanding judge 
to make the selections. In such cases, however, the 
real difficulty comes in maintaining excellence of type 
and production through the succeeding generations. 
‘That is where skill comes in, for in many cases the out- 
standing animals in future generations will trace back 
to a very limited number of individuals in the original 
yurchase. 
Some breeder-farmers have not the money to begin 
with a large group of outstanding animals and must, 
of necessity, begin with a small number of animals pur- 
thased perhaps at a moderate price. Good judgment or 
zood fortune may place in this small group an outstand- 
ing individual or two which have the power of trans- 
nitting superior qualities in a marked degree and thus 
become the foundation animals upon which the future 
of the herd is based. Tyler Farms, made up of J. B. C. 


Tyler and his sons of West Newbury, Vermont, is a 
striking illustration of this fact.

Tyler at once began the breeding of Holstein for profi 
and soon had a good Holstein herd.

sistent care, and progressive skill and judgment. The 
learned their lessons well, and when they became youn?

pounds of milk testing 3.56% and 861.9 pounds of fat 
(this is probably the highest DHIA record ever made by 
acow of this age). Not only is she a great producer and 
a great mother, but she was officially classified as ex- 
cellent at 15 years of age. 


In 1931, Mr. Tyler and his sons purchased from 
Mount Victoria Farms a yearling bull, Montvic Posch 
Rag Apple No. 90614 CHB. This bull is one of the two 
living sons of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and certainly 
one of his greatest sons. His dam was the outstanding 
brood cow, Lady Meg Posch. The purchase of this bull 
after careful deliberation by Mr. Tyler and his sons, 
was most fortunate. He was used extensively and, of 
the 90 animals now in the Tyler herd, 88 of them trace 
back to him. His daughters have proved not only supe- 
rior in type, but unusual in production with records up 
to 1080 pounds fat with 4.1% test on 3X milking. Some 
time ago the Tylers sold this grand old bull to Mr. Leon 
A. Piquet of East Aurora, New York, who later sold him 
to Mr. and Mrs. R. DeWitt Mallary of Springfield, Mass., 
and Bradford, Vermont, where he is contributing greatly 
in that already widely-kKnown breeding establishment. 

Some years ago the Tylers sold as a calf Tyler Farms 
Posch Master, a son of Montvic Posch Rag Apple and 
out of Tyler Farms Sarcastic Woodside, to a neighbor 
for the improvement of his grade herd. The outstand- 
ing transmitting qualities of the sire of this bull was 
not known at that time and this son was used largely 
on grade cows. His paternal sisters, however, were so 
outstanding that the Tyler Farms and Mallary Farms 
purchased him jointly, where he is now in service and is 
contributing in perpetuating this great line of breed- 
ing, 

Some of the outstanding daughters of Montvic Posch 
Rag Apple are: Posch Rag Apple Tessie—1080.2 pounds 
fat with 4.01 test. This cow is now owned by Mallary 
Farms where her record was made. 

Tyler Farms Posch Elsie—Classified excellent in the 
Tyler herd, has just completed a record of 26,887.2 
pounds milk, 1051.7 pounds fat, testing 3.9% on 3X 
milking. 

Tyler Farms Posch Etta—Classified Very Good, has 
only recently completed a record of 24,779.7 pounds of 
milk, 937.3 pounds fat testing 3.8% on 3X milking. 

Tyler Farms Posch Jennie—Classified Excellent, has 
recently completed a record of 22,986.5 pounds milk, 
918.5 pounds fat testing 4% on 3X milking. 

Many other daughters of this grand old sire have 
made, and will continue to make, outstanding records in 
both the Tyler and Mallary herds as well as in other 


herds into which some of the daughters have been 
sold, 
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The production for the entire Tyler herd last year 
was 500 pounds or more of fat on 2X milking and the 
records even of his higher producing cows are made un- 
der ordinary herd conditions with the cows standing 
in stanchions during the test. 

To use on the Montvic Posch Rag Apple and Tyler 
Farm Posch Master daughters, Mr. Tyler purchased at 
the Mount Victoria dispersal sale Montvic Rag Apple 
Gladiator No. 827071 CHB. This outstanding two-year- 
old was sired by Raymond Ideal Successor and out of 
Montvic Bonheur Dale, who has a four-year-old record 
of 17,471 pounds milk, 771 pounds of fat with a test of 
4.45% on 3X milking. This cow was a member of the 
All-American Get of Sire of 1941, and thus combines 
in a marked degree, type and production. 

Those who know the Tyler family do not wonder at 
their success. Mr. and Mrs. Tyler together with their 
sons, Russell and Lawrence, and later Mrs. Russell and 
Mrs. Lawrence, possess in a marked degree sterling 
qualities of character, together with civic and religious 
attributes which stamp them as community leaders. The 
15-year-old daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Russell Tyler, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence Tyler, are following the 
tradition of the family in musical and community inter- 
est which speak well for the Tylers of the future. The 
Tyler family is known, not only for their success with 
Holsteins, but also for those fine all-around qualities 
which make for real Americanism of the first order. 


SUPER-REGISTRATION SUGGESTIONS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The article on ‘“‘Super-registration’’ in the April 24th 
issue of the World spurred my thoughts on this subject 
again. I had often wondered why we never had ‘‘Medal’’ 
cows like they do in Canada or in some of the other 
breeds. I am 100% for such a plan, but there are sey- 
eral things that I fail to see as the committee has. 

First, to make it really stand for something, I feel 
that only a very select group of cows should be able to 
qualify for any of the three classes. Having no other 
data available, I have arrived at these conclusions by 
studying Advanced Registry Reports 8, 9, 10 and 11 as 
published in the World. 

Of the 700 records reported, 55% meet the proposed 
production standards, 33.9% producing over 166%% 
of the A R requirements and 21.6% were between 150% 
and 166%%. Approximately 4% of those qualifying 
were eliminated on the 3.2% test clause, which should 
by all means be included in the plan. 

From observing several herd classifications for type, 
I would roughly estimate that from 12-15% of the 
cows on test would classify ‘‘Very Good”’ or “‘Excellent.’’ 
That would leave about 7 or 8% of all cows tested elig- 
ible for super-registration besides those qualifying on 
the five-year basis. It is my opinion that there is too 
many cows to be so honored to have it really mean any- 
thing. Since we are always striving to breed better cattle, 
I believe that our sights should be raised a little higher. 
I would like to see the requirements pushed up to 175% 
and 166%4% of A R requirements instead of the 
166%% and 150%. 

By so raising the requirements, 33.9% of all cows 
tested in these reports still qualify on the production 
basis, about 23% in the upper bracket and 12% in 
the lower. Looking to the future as well as the present, 
I do not feel that this goal is too high, especially, when 
you note the progress of the breed over the last 25 
years. Even if only 1 or 2% of the cows tested in 
A.R. and H.I.R. and classified for type each year could 
qualify there would soon be a sizeable list. If it is worth 
the time and effort to institute such a measure at all, I 
feel that it should be limited to cows who are really out- 
standing in both type and production. 

Second, the way the 5-year plan is set up a cow

OMEWHAT more than a year ago I received a letter 
S from Mr. Walter Dunlap in which he asked me some 
very direct and simple questions about salt feeding 
among dairymen and among animal husbandrymen. As 
] review that letter and my reply, I am greatly impressed 
with the fact that I knew nothing about the subject at 
that time, so 1 went to quite a number of dairymen and 
asked them about their salt feeding practices and from 
nearly each one I received a different answer. Some of 
them looked at me in amazement when I asked such 
questions as ‘“‘How much salt do you feed? How do you 
feed it? And in what amounts?”’ 

I well remember that in my boyhood days on a Wis- 
consin dairy farm, one of my Sunday morning chores 
was to go into the salt barrel, which stood in the gran- 
ary, and dig out a bucket-full for the cows. I deposited 
this salt in little piles in a nearby pasture, taking good 
care not to drop it in new spots because that would 
ruin the grass. I recall that the cattle, upon seeing me 
with the salt, would come running and quickly lick it 
up. This was a hit and miss system, but after talking 
with a considerable number of farmers, I found that in 
many cases, about the Same practice applied today. 

Everyone with whom I talked, agreed that every 
animal must have salt, but how much or how often did 
not seem to be generally understood. A search through 
feeding books didn’t give much more help. I found that 
salt is an absolute necessity in the life of any animal. 
I read that it serves as a spice which sharpens the ap- 
petite, makes some feeds taste better, and prevents 
digestive disturbances.

I next learned that 2 most interesting exhibit was 
being staged by Borden’s Dairy World of Tomorrow, at 
the New York World’s Fair, where approximately 150 
dairy cows, representing five breeds, were gathered 
from all sections of the United States and from Canada, 
to be exhibited and milked on the giant ‘‘rotolactor.”’ 
The exact feed consumption was being carefully record- 
ed, and also an accurate record of salt. Since interest 
im Salt feeding was growing at such a rapid rate, this 
certainly afforded a wonderful opportunity for the cow 
to tell the salt story in her own practical way. 

The grain ration contained 1 per cent of salt, so 
every animal received it in proportion to feed con- 
sumed, which likewise was in proportion to production. 
But in addition, iodized salt blocks were weighed and 
placed in front of each animal and a careful record was 
kept of the amount eaten throughout a three months 
period, during the summer of 1939. When the data 
were tabulated, however, there just seemed to be no

rhyme or reason about the whole thing, because one cow 
had consumed 50.4 pounds, while another had taken 
none at all, except the 1 per cent included in the grain 
ration. The amounts of free salt consumed by individ- 
ual animals varied largely between 5 and 28 pounds and 
it didn’t seem logical that there would be such a wide 
variation among dairy cows. All were good producers, 
fed well, and fed approximately alike; all were in good 
health. True, it was very hot during part of the period 
and for some time the ventilation system was not 
worked out to the satisfaction of the operators. The 50- 
pound consumer suffered from the heat and took large 
quantities of water. Obviously she represented an ex- 
ceptional case, as was also probably true of the cow 
which ate no free salt at all. 

It appeared, during the first summer, that the size 
of the cow made little difference. To illustrate, a Hol- 
stein cow consumed salt at the rate of 97 pounds a year, 
while a Jersey ate at the rate of 114 pounds, and so we 
find many other like variations. There seemed to be 
no direct relation between milk production and extra 
salt, indicated by the fact that several of the largest 
producers ate the least, while some of the lowest pro- 
ducers consumed great amounts. With such questions 
still in mind, the officials of Borden’s decided that it 
would be expedient to repeat the entire experiment dur- 
ing the present summer, with an entire new lot of ani- 
mals. We now have this year’s results before us and 
I believe you will agree that they are most interesting,

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Labor Saving Methods and Devices | Have 
Found Helpful on My Farm 


Panel Discussion Conducted by A. A! BORLAND, at Annual Meeting 
of Pennsylvania Dairymen’s Association, Jan. 12-13, 1943 


HESE are times when the labor problem is acute on 
| fone Pennsylvania dairy farms. Consequently the 
officers of the Dairymen’s Association felt that any good 
information about how some dairymen are effecting 
short-cuts or improved methods of handling the labor 
problem would be helpful to dairymen in general. Sev- 
eral honest-to-goodness dairymen gave some excellent 
suggestions on the subject. 

How Forest Vu Farm Saves Labor 

Mr. Wilbur F. Barkdoll, proprietor of Forest Vu 
Farm, Mont Alto, discussed some of the contrivances he 
has found helpful from a labor saving standpoint. ‘In 
regard to the labor saving devices on Forest Vu Dairy 
Farm, there is one that is used 730 times each year. It 
ig a carrier for our milk cans and is of our own con- 
struction. The carrier holds three cans, is made to run 
along behind each row of cows on the litter carrier track. 
When the milkers remove a milking machine they simply 
step out across the gutter and pour the milk right in to 
the can. This carrier is pushed along behind the cows 
in each row, and is so made that the air hose and sur- 
cingles can be hung on it, that way it serves a double 
purpose. In the evening the carrier conveys the filled 
cans to the North end of the barn next to the milk house 
where the milk is stored and cooled. In the morning it 
conveys the cans to the South end of the barn where 
they are loaded on truck for delivery. The carrier thus 
saves many steps and much lifting of cans.” 

Another laber saver is a contraption made to wrap up 
our wire that is used for an electric fence. We formerly 
used barbed wire but since having a very bad injury to 
the teats of one of our cows, we prefer smooth wire, and 
believe it to be just as effective and much easier to 
handle. For convenience in handling the outfit, we 
built it on two corn plow wheels. It fits exactly in the 
bed of a small truck. The axles extend out through the 
hubs of the wheels, and we have handles to fit on the 
ends of the axles. Someone drives the truck in reverse 
to Wrap up the wire. (A boy is always delighted to do 
this. ) He drives forward to unwrap the wire when put- 
ung up fence. With some one to turn the axle on which 
the wire is wrapped we can move a long stretch of wire 
ina very short time. This wire carrier, being on wheels 
of good size, can be moved around very easily any where 
one wants it. It has pieces of sheet steel on the inside 
of each wheel to act as guards to keep the wire away 
from wheels so that the roll does not interfere with the 
easy movement of the wheels. My son, who designed 
and built it, has it painted, and it really looks like a 
factory built convenience. 

The third convenience that we are now working on 
18 & power driven device to operate the lift of the litter 
carrier, to elevate the manure after being loaded in the 
litter carrier. The manure from the cow barn is hauled 
to the field each day of the week except Sunday. It is 
deposited in the manure spreader from the litter carrier. 
The most work it seems in this operation is to pull up the 
litter carrier. 

Every thing has been completed for the installation 
ye this device except that no motor has been available. 
Since the Dairymen’s meeting in Harrisburg, we have 
secured a motor and now we have everything ready to 
install. We feel that the device, when put into opera- 
tion, will be a real labor saver. 

Prof. Borland has asked me to say something about 
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our experience with Ladino clover. I would much prefer 
John Dickey or Jack Warner who are here in the aud- 
ience to tell what they saw in the fields at Forest Vu 
Dairy Farm instead of telling about it myself. How 
Prof. Borland expects me to tell about Ladino clover 
in the time allotted me, I don’t know. When an exten- 
sion man comes out from State College he generally 
takes an afternoon or evening on this subject. However, 
I will try to touch on several of the most important 
things we have learned about Ladino clover by 
experience. 

We feel that farmers should not get too enthusiastic 
about Ladino clover for a hay crop. It should not be 
sown alone: First, beacuse it does not yield enough; sec- 
ond, because it is very hard to cure, owing to the fact 
that it has so much sap or moisture in it; and third, 
because it is very high in protein and is entirely too 
laxative to feed as pure Ladino clover hay. 

For pasture it is a fine crop—grows very rapidly 
and the cattle relish it very much. It needs to be 
watched closely on account of bloat. Our experience has 
been that a combination of orchard grass and Ladino 
clover makes a fine pasture mixture and is also good 
for hay if you have more than you need for pasture. 
We feel that timothy grows too slowly for Ladino clover. 
If you have plenty of grass with Ladino, we feel it 
will reduce the danger of bloat to a minimum. 

There nas been a great deal of talk in these dairy 
meetings about a shortage of protein feeds and their 
cost. In the fall of 1941 I was asked to send a sample 
of hay to State College for analysis. It was taken right 
out of the dairy barn, was the third cutting from a 
field, and consisted of a mixture of orchard grass, alfalfa 
and Ladino clover. The analysis as found at State Col- 
lege was 17.3% protein. Why should we worry about 
high protein feeds that are high in price when we can 
grow roughage of this type on our own farms?”’ 

Labor Saving Devices on Houck’s Farm 

J. W. Warner, County Agricultural Agent of Ind- 
iana County, told about the labor saving devices on 
Clyde Houck’s farm at Clymer, Pa., R.D.1. He said, “I 
am indeed sorry that Mr. Houck could not be here him- 
self today to report on some of the conveniences on his 
farm which have helped to reduce the labor load. 

Mr. Houck is a progressive breeder of registered 
Jersey cattle and has been secretary of the Lovejoy 
Jersey Bull Association since it was organized in August, 
1919. He has also been a member of the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association continuously for sixteen years. 
He has a very attractive trophy room in his home where 
the dairy herd improvement association certificates are 
displayed and also cups and certificates for high quality 
milk at the Pennsylvania Farm Show. 

Mr. Houck recently installed a milking machine 
which now cuts the time of milking practically in half. 
He produces Grade A milk which goes to the Reick-Mc- 
Junkin Dairy Company, and always gets the premium 
for low bacteria count. . 

Several years ago Mr. Houck requested the Extension 
Service to give him some assistance in laying out his 
farm in contour strips. Assistant County Agent, D. H. 
Ricks, ran up a number of base lines to start the contour 
strip farming program. Mr. Houck reports that the 
power required by his tractor is less than when he was

Secretary Norton states that about 25% of the regis. 
try applications filed by breeders contain some error or 
omission that requires their return for correction or 
completion. These applications that cannot go straight 
through the production line average to require about 
three times as much office time as normal before they 
can be completed. In the present situation of short 
man-power this is a serious matter, as the work is now 
about ten weeks behind and it is impossible to relieve the 
situation by taking on additional clerks.

SUPER-REGISTRATION PLAN DISCUSSED 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

All I know about the Super-Registration plan is 
what I found in the April 24th issue of the World and 
without knowing anything about its development, I’m 
inclined to think there will be a kick back that will 
nullify to some extent the excellent work of extension 
and expansion that the association has been doing. The 
objective is most laudible, but I’m afraid its operation 
will tend to widen the present gap between the few 
hobby breeders and the mass of farmer breeders largely 
because this classification is not too well grounded on 
fact. 

For some time we have had a generally accepted 
record in this country of the actual production per- 
formance of an increasing number of cows. This yearly 
testing is a big advance from the crazy seven-day pro- 
duction records that were not too reliable in their pre- 
diction of what a cow would do under normal, year- 
round conditions. It still has room for improvement. 
There are 4X, 3X, 2X records and there are 305-day 
records and 365-day records. These are confusing and 
should be cleared up, particularly for the farmer who 
has a good registered herd with a cow he’d “bet would 
make a thousand pounds in - ’s barn,’’ but he won- 
ders. 

Recently we have been promoting “herd classifica- 
tion’’ where individual cows are classified—according to 
a standard? No,—according to the whims and judg- 
ment of an individual. And it’s not one individual that 
does all the classifying. There are many official ‘‘clas- 
sifiers’’——all good men—but they have many different 
fancies. All you have to do to prove this is to watch the 
different judges at different fairs judging and placing the 
same cattle. 

Now, if we blunder ahead and combine the actual 
record of production (still have to guess what 4X, 3X, 
and 2X records mean under farm conditions) with the 
fancies of some individual who might, on the day he 
classified a herd, be wearing his rose colored glasses or 
possibly suffering from gastric ulcers, to get a Supreme, 
a Royal, a Sterling, or Super-duper classification of some 
sort, aren’t we sort of burlesqueing the whole effort? 

The association is going ahead at a wonderful pace. 
Present conditions are favorable for further great ex- 
pansion. Let’s not do anything to discourage it. Let’s 
keep on getting more farmers out of the class of own- 
ing two or three “full bloods’’ into having a fully regis- 
tered herd that can justify their maintenance by pro- 
duction. Let’s not do anything that will further tend 
to classify members in the association and thereby dis- 
courage membership. We have enough of that at the 
State Fairs and the two-day sales. Let’s stick to facts 
facts that the farmer breeder can depend on when buy- 
ing the ‘herd sire he needs to improve his herd. Let’s 
not mislead him by selling a Super-duper animal at a 
high price that will be so disappointing four years later 
as to make him say, ‘‘To hell with it, I got more milk 
out of my grades.” Let’s stick to unadorned, un- 
glorified, unembellished facts and not build for another 
Holstein collapse such as we had at the end of the grand 
and glorious 20’s.

pounds for 3 time milking and 2,400 for two-time milk- 
ing in the upper bracket; 2,500 pounds and 2,2 
pounds in the lower bracket. Then if a cow has ex- 
ceeded the 16624 % requirement each year she would 
be very likely to exceed the five year standard for the 
higher bracket.

In view of the emphasis which is being justly placed 
upon lifetime production, it seems that the cows wh 
have the ability to produce at this rate over a five-year 
period should be given the highest rating regardless of 
whether they are “Excellent’ or ‘‘Very Good.” You 
have a ‘‘Damn Good’’ cow in either case. 

On the matter of nomenclature:—I would be 
favor of the use of Gold, Silver and Bronze Seal (or 
Merit) terms for several reasons. First, because of their 
common usage and precise relative values. If Supreme, 
Royal, and Sterling were used, the average person 
would have to think twice before he would know which 
ranked the other. Second, since we are already using 
the ‘‘medal’’ terms with bulls—why not keep our “supe!- 
vocabulary” to a minimum number of terms? The 
article itself states that little confusion would result 
from the use of Gold, Silver, and Bronze Seal terms. 

Hence, simplicity, common usage, and _instantal- 
eous recognition of relative values alone would warrant 
the use of the Gold, Silver, and Bronze Seal (or Merit) 
terms. 

In conclusion, then, my suggestions may be sul- 
marized: 


1. Increase the requirements to 175% and 166% % 
of A R requirements for the respective brackets. 
Bring the five-year requirements up also, but not a8 
high in proportion as the proposed plan. 

Give additional merit to a cow who can qualify at 
least three times especially if the five-year require 
ment is one of them. 
Use the terms Gold, 


Silver, and Bronze Seal (0 
Merit).

Arranging old fanning mill to clean soy beans for 
seed.—Put a large pulley on fan shaft in place of hand- 
operated gearing and operate fanning mill with a small 
motor; beans run over 5/16 inch mesh screen with solid 
bottom having 114 or 2 inch opening at rear of sreen so 
beans all drop down at back end of mill upon a screen 
made of wood slats 5/16 ’’ x %”’ and as long as desired 
screen, this screen being placed where wheat screening 
screen is located. 

These small wooden slats should be 3/16 inches 
apart; beans roll down over slatted screen and broken 
grains and small beans fall through slat spaces.

How Much Salt Do Cows Need?

and perhaps enlightening. Complete salt consumption 
records were obtained on 105 head over a four months 
period, from May to August inclusive. Conditions in the 
barns were somewhat more uniform this year, there 
being less variation in temperature. The salt bricks 
were carefully placed so that no cow could reach over 
to her neighbor’s, and the results are as accurate as 
could possibly be obtained under practical circumstances. 

This year’s results appear more consistent, but still 
show a rather wide variation throughout. The 105 ani- 
mals consumed a total of 741.9 pounds of free choice 
salt, or an average of 7.06 pounds apiece. This Was 
somewhat less than the total for last year and can 
probably be accounted for by more comfortable and uni- 
form conditions, but again, we find a wide variation, al- 
though not so extreme. The largest consumer used up 
28.6 pounds this year, and the smallest amount eaten 
was .6 of a pound, by two animals of different breeds. 

What factors are important in determining the 
amount of salt required by dairy cows in production? 
This is a natural question that any good dairyman 
might well ask. Let us, then, examine such possibilities, 
as milk production, size of animals, breed, and location. 

First, let us see what apparent influence the amount 
of milk produced had on the free salt consumed within 
this herd, all high producers. The five highest salt eat- 
ers used up a total of 80.8 pounds of salt, or approxi- 
mately 16 pounds apiece, and their average daily milk 
production was 45.3 pounds, but the five lowest salt con- 
sumers used only 1 pound by free choice each, during 
the entire period and averaged 42.5 pounds of milk. 
This wide variation in free salt consumed, held true 
throughout the five breeds, and seemed to have no direct 
relation to production. The highest ayrshire salt con- 
sumer was one of the lowest producers in her breed, 
while the lowest salt-eating Ayrshire was the fifth high- 
est producer and not far from the top among Ayrshires. 
The highest Brown Swiss producer, Eve B. of Twin 
Spruce, averaged 52.3 pounds of milk daily, and ate 21.7 
pounds of free salt, but Arlene’s Miss Betty Jane, 
another Swiss, required only 1.4 extra pounds of salt, 
and had an average daily production of 48.8 pounds of 
milk—only 3.5 pounds under her salt-hungry stable- 
mate. This was the general picture throughout the whole 
group and within each of the breeds. 

Perhaps it is the size of the cows that determine 
their salt requirements. We checked this possibility, 
and here is what we found. The Holstein-Friesians, with 
complete records on eighteen animals, cleaned up 81.5 
pounds in four months, or an average of 4.53 pounds 
each, while the twenty-four members of the Jersey group 
ite salt at an average of better than 11 pounds apiece. 

rom this we might conclude that smaller cows, and 
therefore the lighter weight breeds, are the greater salt 
eaters, but when we go back to 1939, we find that the 
Brown Swiss held the record by a comfortable margin. 
There is nothing, therefore, in these figures to indicate 
that it was either a breed or a weight characteristic 

Which would account for such wide variations. 

. How about the geographical origin of the animals? 
The cows which were assembled at Borden’s, came from 
every part of the country. This year, there were animals 
from fifteen states and from two Canadian provinces, so 
here was a splendid opportunity to check such a possi- 
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bility. Perhaps the animals coming from New England 
would not need as much salt during the following four 
months, as those from Tennessee or Ohio. Jerseys offered 
a good opportunity for exploring this idea. Five Ohio 
Jerseys ate an average of 11.1 pounds, ten from Tennes- 
see took 10.5 pounds on the average, and five from Ver. 
mont each ate 13.6 pounds. The maximum variation be- 
tween these three state groups was only 30%, but the 
variation within the Ohio group was 500% and there 
was a maximum variation of 300% in both the Tennes- 
see and Vermont groups. Cows from the other breed 
groups were checked as to original location and the re- 
sults were practically the same. 











HOW MUCH SALT FOR DAIRY COWS? 


The grain ration fed 105 cows in the second 
year contained 1%, so each cow consumed on an 
average of from 12 to 15 pounds in the feed dur- 
ing the 4 months. 


BUT THIS WAS NOT ENOUGH:

More than 250 dairy cows agreed with this 
answer.

The grain ration fed at the Borden World's Fair €% 
hibit contained, as usual, approximately 1 per cent 
salt. In addition, every one of the cows, during bots 
years, had access at all times to free salt and each ani- 
mal consumed all that her appetite and bod equire- 
ments demanded. It is difficult to say just why there 
has been such a marked variation during the two years, 
but the results are consistent in showing the great di> 
ference in salt requirements of high producers 

It is not my business to make conclusions, as | 4 
not a scientific man, but rather a reporter of the facts 
as they seem to be. The interesting things about the 
Borden tabulations are that the 105 cows during tie 
second year ate 741.9 pounds of free choice salt, 42 
average of 7.06 pounds apiece; 20 cows required 10 oO 
more extra pounds; 41 less than 5 pounds; 44 hetween 
5 and 10 pounds. The five highest consumers used it 
pounds each of free choice salt and averaged 45.3 pounés 
of milk daily during the four months, while the fivé 
lowest salt eaters consumed only 1 pound each during 
the whole period and averaged 42.5 pounds of m1 
daily—only 3 pounds less.
